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PRESIDENT SPEAKS ON STATE OF UNION 


Gen. Dutra Discusses Issues Facing Administration 


President Eurico Gaspar Dutra, in his first State 
of the Union message since taking office in January 
1946, told the Brazilian Congress, March 15, of the 
issues that confronted the first year of his administra- 
tion and the accomplishments achieved. He also 
mapped the basis of approach in meeting the develop- 
ing domestic and foreign questions. 

The President, whose address observers viewed as 
singularly objective and frank in the discussion of the 
nation’s problems, spoke in a tone of optimism, al- 
though he at all times made clear the strain and stress 
which Brazilian economy is undergoing. He con- 
cluded his speech with a call to the members of Con- 
gress as well as the millions of Brazilians whom they 
represent, to devote themselves to the cause of Brazil 
with “faith, loyalty and work.” 

Apart from the economic, social and international 
questions that he had to resolve, in the normal course 
of his executive duties, the President pointed out that 
the task which probably overshadowed all others was 
that of guiding the nation through a_ transitional 
period and into its present Constitutional regime. The 
President expressed profound satisfaction at being able 
to address a Congress which, he said, was convened 
strictly in keeping with the Constitution that was pro- 
mulgated September 1946. 

President Dutra’s address touched on most of the 
vital domestic and foreign problems affecting Bra- 
zilian economic and political life. It included discus-

sion of Brazil’s role in the United Nations and _ the 
general international economic situation. It dealt with 
the nation’s drive against illiteracy, the efforts to 
extend public health measures and social security. The 
President spoke at length regarding labor, immigra- 
tion, agriculture and industry, transport, the develop- 
ment of new deposits of raw materials, foreign trade, 
finances and national defense. 

He devoted considerable attention to measures regu- 
lating the extension of bank and credit reforms, for- 
cign credits, the public debt, the budget, accumulated 
balances abroad and the plans to intensify the pro- 
gram of industrialization and raising of the standard of 
living. 


Foreign Commerce 


Imports of essential commodities, he said, must be 
encouraged while Brazil, at the same time, should try 
to extend the sales of its national products abroad. 
This policy has already made possible for Brazil to 
accumulate Cr$7,096,368,832.20 in gold reserves and 
Cr$6,886,547,295.50 in exchange balances. These funds, 
the President stated, would be used for the purchase 
of machinery and equipment required by the nation’s 
industry and transportation system. 

While on the one hand restrictions were gradually 
adopted, relative to the export of certain essential 
commodities, (save in those instances where previous 
commitments have been made or where shipments 
have been consigned to UNNRA), means are being 
put into effect to assure favorable conditions for the 
export of Brazil's basic products and the disposal of 
surpluses of overstocked commodities. 

This circumstance will assure Brazil the part of the 
national income stemming from exports. Although this 
has a tendency to decline, because of domestic devel- 
opments, it continues to be important since it influ- 
ences the course of the national economy. Since Brazil's 
chief exports, coffee, raw cotton and cotton textiles, 
are concentrated in the major centers of consumption, 
namely, Sao Paulo and the Federal District, their rise 
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upward throughout the nation. The reverse is true 
when there is a decline in their purchasing power. 

The export of textiles has been growing continuously 
since 1942, reaching an extraordinary new high in 
volume at the end of 1945 and the beginning of 1946, 
in view of the new markets that had been closed by the 
war. Exports of coffee continue at a stable level and 
there is a tendency for the price to remain high, despite 
the expectancy that prices of agricultural products in 
1947 will decline. 

Meanwhile, the old markets closed by hostilities of 
World War II have been reopened. These include 
France, Belgium, Finland and Czechoslovakia. 


Finances 


The President made known that the administration 
kept strict vigil over budget allocations in view of the 
financial difficulties. 

He declared that the year 1945 closed with a deficit 
of Cr$997,820,956.80 and that the situation in the 
first part of 1946 further deteriorated since expenses 
increased by Cr$2,000,000, owing to the rise in salaries 
of civil service employees and members of the armed 
forces, ete. The Government, he said, was obliged to 
adopt a policy of moderation regarding public expendi- 
tures, and this was done in many instances with a sac- 
rifice to the nation’s economic and social progress. 

Thanks to this rigorous control, he said, the Govern- 
ment was able to ease the tension and circumvent a 
crisis of major proportions, 

The budget for 1947 foreshadowed a slight balance. 
that of Cr$13,526,277, since receipts totalled Cr$12.- 
003,650,000 and expenditures added up to Cr$11.990.- 
123,723. Later, owing to the regulation concerning pub- 
lic works and equipment, the budget resulted in a 
deficit totalling Cr$594,036.214 which the Government 
is now trying to offset. 


Tax Reform 


The problem of taxation is bound up with Brazil's 
economic and social progress, the President declared. 
As in all new countries, which are still industrially 
underdeveloped, the fundamental task is to create 
capital and to stimulate private initiative and incen- 
tive to produce. 

Whatever tax reforms are undertaken, he cautioned, 
they must not be enacted at the cost of retarding 
economic and social progress. Currently, the Brazilian 
tax policies are guided by the Constitutional provi- 
sion which declares that taxes be graduated, com- 
mensurate with the individual’s capacity to pay. 


Consumer's Tax 

To date the chief source of the national revenue is 
the consumer's tax, although it is the income tax that 
should be primary. The President advocated, therefore 
that the tax mechanism be revised to the extent of 
abolishing the tax on foodstuffs and reducing to a 
minimum the variety of other items now taxed. He al- 
so urged the modernization of the fiscal machinery. 


In 1946 consumer tax receipts rose to Cr$3,866,031,- 
333.70 over that of Cr$2.832,166,105.60 in 1945, thus 
increasing by Cr$1,033,865,228.10. 

Termination of the war spurred imports anew and 
this is the reason for the increase in customs duty col- 
lections. In 1946 the customs office reported a total 
of Cr$1.576,159.815.30 as against Cr$1,026,038,690.80 
for 1945. The policy of the administration, the Presi- 
dent declared, is to fix tariffs only for the sake of de- 
fending new national industries which legitimately 
contribute to the Brazilian economy. He added, how- 
ever, that the Government would be practical in estab- 
lishing “a just equilibrium” between national and for- 
eign products. 


The Internal Debt 


Notwithstanding the hope of the administration to 
balance the budget next year, by continuing with the 
reduction in expenditures and by revising the tax pro- 
gram, the Government will be obliged to undertake 
special measures by which to finance the various eco- 
nomic projects of national significance. Such financing 
is in general, realized through internal loans which 
climinate new currency issues and channelize the ex- 
cess of means of payment for economic objectives of 
community interest. Although at present there exists 
only a small internal debt the Government feels that 
the time is not ripe for the launching of a drive for a 
new loan.

Frozen Balances Abroad 

During the last five years, as a result of the volumi- 
nous export activity, Brazil has been able to pile up 
balances in gold and exchange amounting to nearly 
one-half a billion dollars. However, a considerable 
part of this amount is made up of frozen funds which 
Brazil cannot use freely, despite the efforts of the Gov- 
ernment to convert these into currency of the normal 
international exchange and utilize the money for the 
purchase of commodities, especially producers goods, 
indispensible for the renovation of Brazilian industry 
and transportation system. 

In January of 1947 Brazil was able to recover the 
substantial amount of $43,127,342.27 of frozen funds in 
Argentina. Despite the difficulties it encountered the 
Government, the President said, hopes to arrive at a 
solution soon. It has already entered into direct con- 
tact with the respective countries involved to expedite 
matters promptly. 
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BRAZIL ACTS TO SHRINK CURRENCY ISSUE 


Exchange Policy 


The exchange situation in Brazil at the moment is 
no cause for concern, the President declared. As a 
matter of fact there are indications pointing to favor- 
able conditions in the future. Thus, the sale and pur- 
chase of foreign currency is assured and the “special 
free” exchange market which imposed an excessively 
high tax on remittances for travel, has been abolished. 
There was also a measure enacted facilitating the 
movement of funds belonging to persons living abroad. 

The provision compelling banks to deposit 30% of 
their holdings with the Banco do Brasil is also elimi- 
nated, as well as the “official” exchange market. The 
tax of 5% (later reduced to 3%) on the sales of ex- 
change, is replaced. 

Similarly the return of foreign capital which was 
registered with the Banco do Brasil is assured. This 
measure intended to attract new foreign capital essen- 
tial to the nation’s economic expansion, was later ex- 
tended to include the withdrawal of percentage limita- 
tions imposed on the returns of capital as well as re- 
strictions on interest of profits, dividends, travel, ete. 

The variety of measures with regard to the exchange 
policy has strengthened the Brazilian exchange abroad. 


Purchase and Sale of Gold 


The Government converted a large part of its re- 
serves abroad into gold. Its weight rose to 314,881 
kilograms, valued at Cr$7,096,389,907.80. 

The purchase of nationally-mined gold has been 
abandoned in order to prevent further monetary is- 
sues. During 1946, as a result of the new policy, 11,881 
kilograms of gold were sold, or the equivalent to about 
4%, of the reserve total of the gold under the custody of 
the Banco do Brazil and deposited abroad. 


Credits Abroad 


The reduction of private credits to foreign govern- 
ments indicates a preference for direct investments. 
The entry of foreign capital into national territory to 
finance various enterprises appears to be growing. In 
order to facilitate the flow of this capital the Govern- 
ment issued a decree law, No. 9,025, dated February 
27, 1946, assuring remittance of profits and the return 
of capital invested. 

Brazil will always have its doors open to foreign 
capital, the President said, so long as it collaborates 
actively and reasonably in the exploitation of this na- 
tion’s resources, the improvement of national tech- 
nology, and the creation of new industries. 


Means of Payment 

Paper currency in circulation at the end of last year 
1ose to 20 billion 489 millions of cruzeiros. Since the 
circulation at the end of 1945 totalled 17 billion 530 
million cruzeiros the year 1946 saw the issuance of 
an additional 2 billion 959 millions of cruzeiros. 

Despite the magnitude of the monetary issue its 
value was slightly less than that of 1945 (when 3,073 
millions were issued), and notwithstanding the fact 
that the balance of trade in 1946 exceeded that of 
1945 by more than 2 billion cruzeiros. 

While there was a relative decrease in the monetary 
issue, the relative decline of the banknote issue was 
still more pronounced, largely because of the discipline 
exercised by the Superintendent of Currency and 
Credit. 

Thus the deposits increased a little more than 9%, 
having risen from a total of Cr$30,748,000,000 in 1945 
to Cr$33,486,000,000. 

One of the main objectives of the economic and fi- 
nancial program of the Government is to combat in- 
flation. This has been pushed through a variety of 
measures, such as the reduction of paper money issue, 
the temporary exemption of taxes as well as duties on 
imported foodstuffs. 

In order to discontinue the issue of paper money the 
Government ordered that 50% of all profits deposited 
with the Banco do Brasil to the order of the Super- 
intendent of Money and Credit, be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Rediscount Department, mainly to assist 
in the development of national production. 

The policy of restricting credit, on the other hand, 
is being pursued with the view of discouraging non- 
essential enterprises and making available funds for 
those industries which would stimulate truly produe- 
tive and necessary projects. 

However, because of the difficulties of production 
and transport in Brazil as well as in many places 
abroad, this nation has been deprived of the most ef- 
ficient weapon with which to stop inflation, namely, 
the abundance of production. 

Concerning Brazil’s natural resources, the policy on 
immigration and education the President spoke exten- 
sively. Below we reproduce a summary of his remarks 
in relation to some of these issues. 


Petroleum 


In 1939 oil deposits were discovered at Lobato, in 
the vicinity of Cidade do Salvador. Thereafter, drill- 
ing operations revealed that four fields definitely have 
oil, one of which also contains natural gas. Oil reserves 
of these fields are said to total 9,500,000 barrels and 
the natural gas in the Aratu field, is estimated at one 
billion cubic meters. 

Currently production is limited to a Government 
refinery in Aratu whose maximum capacity is 200 bar- 
rels daily, all of which is used for local consumption. 
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Comercial exploration of oil is to be conducted 
through a mixed economic enterprise now being or- 
ganized with a capitalization of Cr$50,000,000 and 
called the Refinaria Nacional de Petréleo, S. A. It will 
be located in Bahia and is to produce 2,500 barrels of 
crude oil daily, a volume which corresponds to the 
present combined consumption of the States of Bahia, 
Sergipe and Alagoas. 

To finance this project credit amounting to Cr$5.- 
000,000 will have to be made available. Petition for 
this has already been made in Congress. The Govern- 
ment is also studying plans for the construction of an 
oil pipe between Santos and Sao Paulo to make trans- 
port of oil more economical. 


Lumber 


Lifting of restrictions on the sale of gasoline, which 
facilitated automotive transport, and the improve- 
ment of rail shipments, have permitted the production 
of lumber to rise from 17.5% to 25% of its capacity. 
It is expected that this will rise even higher as soon 
as water transport is extended. 

At the same time the Government is protecting the 
quality of plywood by prohibiting the construction of 
inferior types of mills. Reforestration is also being 
mapped to ensure the continuance of the high quality 
timber as well as to protect the soil from erosion. 


Rubber 


Brazilian rubber is facing a considerably different 
situation in the near future now that the war has 
ended. The Orient is again producing rubber and the 
international means of communication to procure this 
product have become relatively easy. 

Brazilian rubber, the price of which is 60 cents 
(U.S. ey) per pound F.O.B., cannot compete with the 
rubber from the Orient which sells at 231% cents. Thus, 
unless the Washington treaties, which terminate June 
30, 1947, are renewed, Brazilian rubber will be forced 
to come in line with the prices set by the international 
market. 

Brazilian rubber producers and industrialists have 
appealed to the Government to maintain the present 
prices until 1950 by which time, it is hoped, they will 
gradually become adjusted to the international price 
levels. 

In the meantime, since native rubber will be unable 
to compete abroad, a domestic equilibrium will have 
to be arrived at between the production and the in- 
dustrial consumption of the product, in order to avoid 
the phenomenon of overproduction. 


Commercial Aviation Policy 


As a result of Brazil's participation in the Chicago 
aviation conference at the end of the war, studies of 
international aerial navigation have been made by a 
specially appointed commission. And through its ac- 
tivities last vear, bilateral pacts with the United States 
and England have been renewed. Talks have also 


begun with France, Portugal, Holland, Argentina, 
Switzerland and Spain. 


Coal 


Brazilian coal, which is important for the production 
of electric power and steel as well as fuel, is difficult 
and expensive to mine. In order to aid in the develop- 
ment of its production the Government will be obliged 
to insure an adequate enough price policy while at the 
same time make sure that the interests of neither the 
consumer nor the producer are abused. 

In relation to this policy several regulations were 
enacted in 1946 with regard to the quality, prices and 
distribution of coal which resulted in the fixing of new 
prices for the coal that is being produced in the Rio 
Grande do Sul mines. This was done to guarantee the 
maintenance of current salaries. Regulations concern- 
ing the price of coal in Santa Catarina were made with 
the intention of-stimulating production. 


Current Plans 


Currently plans are under consideration to evaluate 
coal deposits in the States of Parana and Sao Paulo. 
A special study is being made to ascertain the quality 
of the coal in these States as a source for the manu- 
facture of coke and gas. 

Despite all efforts to increase coal production within 
the three States where coal is being largely produced, 
namely, Rio Grande do Sul, Santa Catarina and 
Parana—production is still 2,000,000 tons short of the 
volume required in Brazil. 

The Government hopes to intensify the production 
in Rio Grande do Sul and in Santa Catarina while 
initiating exploration of additional coal reserves in 
other areas. In the meantime, coal imports from 
abroad will have to continue. 


Steel 


This nation’s greatest event in the development of 
the steel industry took place late last year when the 
famed Volta Redonda steel mill finally went into pro- 
duction. 

By the end of December 1946, Volta Redonda pro- 
duced 97,741 tons of pig iron, 86,109 tons of steel 
ingots, 15,959 tons of steel shavings, and 13,011 tons 
of laminated steel. At the same time the coke plant 
furnished 133,542 tons of metallurgical coke as well as 
the various by-products, such as benzole, naphtha, etc. 

A wide distributing system was established in the 
principal commercial centers of Brazil, such as Porto 
Alegre, Sao Paulo, Rio de Janeiro and Salvador. 

In the meantime, a vast community mushroomed 
around Volta Redonda and Santa Catarina where 
nearly 1,000 homes were established for workers, engi- 
neers and others of the industrial personnel. A large 
hospital is now under construction and an extensive 
educational program is also under way. 

In 1947 the annual production should reach 250.000 
tons of finished steel products including rails, steel 
plates, zine sheets, and tinplate. 
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IMMIGRATION AND EDUCATION PLANS 


Lands and Colonization 


In an effort to further colonization in Brazil the 
Government has intensified its credit activities in 
1946 to a total of Cr$16,500,000. To date, 5,197 famil- 
ies, comprising 25,735 persons, have been accommo- 
dated. Plans are now being hastened to build roads 
and houses, as part of a program which calls for the 
settling of 80,000 families totalling 400,000 persons. 

The Government is also contemplating the instal- 
lation of agricultural colonies, equipped with rural 
industries, which would be run by the colonists them- 
selves through cooperative enterprises. The Baixada 
Fluminense alone, with an area of 720,000 hectares, is 
expected to absorb 300,000 persons. 


Immigration 


Brazil’s immigration policy is twofold: (1) To popu- 
late the land, utilizing the uninhabited and still non- 
producing areas. (2) To stimulate the arrival of 
immigrants in a manner compatible with this nation’s 
economic, social, political and ethnic requirements. 

Thus the immigration will be of two types, spon- 
taneous, and organized. In the first instance the Gov- 
ernment is concerned with the war-displaced persons. 
In the second, it is striving to stimulate the arrival of 
immigrants from those European countries where the 
people, racially and socially, coincide with the char- 
acter of the Brazilian nation. 

The Government being a member of the Inter- 
national Refugee Organization, has issued instructions 
to its representatives to conclude the necessary ar- 
rangements for the arrival of the war refugees, reserv- 
ing the right, however, to make its selection on the 


basis of its own prerogatives. 


Immigration Requisites 


The cost of transportation of these immigrants will 
be defrayed by the International Refugee Organiza- 
tion which will also contribute toward their housing 
and placement in industry and agriculture. It is esti- 
mated that the number of refugees to arrive in Brazil 
this year will reach 60,000, providing that Brazil will 
be able to accommodate these. It is preferred that the 
arrivals be accompanied by their families. 

In a similar manner the Brazilian Government will 
conclude agreements with countries eager to facilitate 
the emigration of their citizens to Brazil. Similar re- 
quirements to those of war refugees would be imposed. 


Education 


The problems of education call for immediate con- 
sideration since these are linked directly to the suc- 
cess or failure of democracy in Brazil. 


Despite the notable progress made in education in 
recent years, it must be admitted that the educational 
system is still far too short of being a powerful weapon 
in assuring equality of opportunity. 


Basis of Approach 

According to the census estimate in 1946 Brazil has 
a population of 46,700,000 of which 23,200,000 are un- 
der the age of 18. Thus, nearly half of the population 
is in the age group requiring State educational facili- 
ties along sound, constructive lines if in the future it 
is to collaborate efficiently in making Brazil a prosper- 
ous and great nation. 

Of the 23,200,000 under 18, a little more than 10,- 
100,000 are of the pre-school age of six. Throughout 
the nation there are only 1,098 pre-school centers 
(kindergardens, ete.) with a teaching staff of 2.045 
and an enrollment of 64,502. 


Primary Schools 


Of the nation’s 5,800,000 children between the ages 
of 7 and 11 3,300,000 are getting instruction in 40,235 
schools staffed by 89,419 teachers. Moreover, since 
1942 the educational system has suffered a loss of 3.740 
schools. 

This situation is even more grave in view of the fact 
that in 1945 nearly 3,295,291 children attended classes 
irregularly and only 1,522,412 students qualified for 
promotion to higher grades. Thus there are approxi- 
mately 3,500,000 future Brazilian citizens who are 
deprived of the benefits of a systematic education from 
the age of 7 to 11, the very age in which children 
should be getting the rudiments of schooling. 

The Government is issuing measures to remedy this 
situation. Hereafter, 75% of the tax collected for edu- 
cation and health will be devoted to the needs of pri- 
mary education. At the same time the Government 
has undertaken the task of building 1,200 new rural 
schools, of which a little more than half are already 
under construction. During the current year the Gov- 
ernment intends to spend Cr$147,800,000 for the con- 
struction of 2,000 schools as well as 40 normal schools 
for the training of rural teachers, preparing these for 
the specific problems of the particular areas in which 
these schools are to be located. 

The present administration is of the belief that 
through these measures more than 4,100,000 children 
between the ages of 7 and 11, most of them in the rural 
areas, Will be drawn into the educational program. 


Secondary Education 


The education of Brazilian youth, between the ages 
of 12 and 18, which comprises 7,200,000 of the total 
population, is also lagging far behind. 
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\lost of the secondary schools are still laboring un- 
der the restrictions of an old fashioned system, lacking 
in the technique of providing education on a mass 
basis. In 1982 there were scarcely 56,208 students 
matriculated in secondary schools throughout the na- 
tion. In 1948 this figure rose to 213,520 and in 1946 
it passed the 260,000 mark. There are only 15,804 sec- 
ondary teachers in a total of 1,183 schools. 

The present secondary school enrollment and facili- 
ties must at least be doubled if these are to keep apace 
with the growth of the country. The administration 
is calling for a complete reorganization of the educa- 


tional system as to teaching technique, greater fed- 
eral funds for direct and indirect assistance to second- 
ary schooling, and a more equitable distribution of 
educational facilities throughout the nation. 

At the same time the Government is concentrating 
on extending the program of adult education in an 
attempt to reduce illiteracy, currently affecting more 
than 55% of the population. 

Plans are also being considered to modernize univer- 
sity training and increase the number of higher educa- 
tional institutions, now numbering 322 with an enroll- 
ment of 25,387 taught by 4,823 instructors. 





ITEMS OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Money to Burn 


One hundred million cruzeiros in’ paper money 
(approximately $5,000,000) have gone up in smoke 
last month when Sr. Corréa e Castro, Brazilian Fi- 
nance Minister, personally directed the incineration of 
this currency as the first step in a drive to combat 
inflation. The Minister said that a like amount of 
paper money would be destroyed each month until 
the situation is returned to normal. 

The following is a breakdown of currency issue from 
1939 through the first two months of 1947. It is inter- 
esting to note that January and February of this vear 
indicate a slight decline in money circulation.

Extend License Decree Deadline 


Delivery of non-essential goods and those in the 
luxury category, made subject to licensing by a Brazil- 
ian decree issued last month, may still be made if 
shipped within 60 days of March 29, the date upon 
which the decree was officially published. 

Contracts covering these shipments, however, are 
subject to the approval of the consul or diplomatic 
missions in charge of consular activities to see that 
they do not “contradict the main objective of the de- 
cree in so far as that they do not represent purchases 
of excessive quantities of the goods which are placed 
under license regulations.” 

The list of newly licensed products was published in 
the April 1 issue of the Braziian BuLLetin. 


Oil Refinery in Baia 

Construction of an oil refinery is soon to get under 
way in the city of Salvador, Baia, according to an 
announcement made by Gen. Joao Carlos Barreto, 
President of the National Petroleum Council. The 
Baia petroleum is to be converted into gasoline, kero- 
sene and other by-products. This project is now under 
discussion in Congress for the approval of the neces- 


sary funds. 


Pineapple Industry 


The Ministry of Agriculture, in cooperation with 
technicians from the United States, is carrying on ex- 
periments to improve the cultivation of pineapples 
with a view of canning millions of kilos of pineapples a 
daily. Currently the Brazilian pineapple crop yields 80 
million units of the fruit annually, with a total area of 
9.500 hectares dedicated to its cultivation. 


Production of Manioc 


The production of Brazilian manioc in volume and 
value has risen substantially during 1946. More than 
930,000 hectares were sown yielding a crop of 11,556,- 
000 tons valued at Cr$1,815,204,539.
